“What is the picture of the future 
which presents" itself:-to us! Wo shall

COAST OF ENGLAND. |

Aladdin's lamp was mislaid sone years 
ago, about the time the world ceased, to 
be young for most of us.

Tt iy not easy, without seeing what has 
been ulready done, to realise the pre- 
paration that wads’ required before this 
field of OO acres could be given even a 
remote . resemblance. to a shipyard. 
Natural difficulties had to be overcome, 
and other difficulties due to our state oF 
war, To begin with the ground was under 
high-water level. Piles bad ‘to be Uriven 
and: reinforced concrete put in, Along 
with that went the removal of mountains; 
an operation which’no doubt begins in 
faith but wust be continued by works, 
These Mountains were various bi ‘ glag- 
dumps, which decorated or defaced (since 
everything depends on. the point of view) 
both the near and the remoter distance, 
They have been lifted up, bit by bit, in the 
giant arms of modern machinery and use 
to All in the ground. A by-product of thq 
process is the rejoicing among the inhabit. 
ants of che town, who were quite sure that 
the dumps were unsightly. * rae 

The mounds were not too conveniently 
near; and besides a hundred and ony 
different materials have to be coaveyed to 
the yard.s Hence the need for railways 
and locotnctives.
